11. IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

of the following reasons. The argument that any attempt to use the Bailey reference to modify the Khare reference would be 
impermissible hindsight because the Bailey composition is used in a fixed bed system whereas the Khare composition is used 
in a fluidized bed system is not persuasive. The Bailey reference discloses that reduced nickel is an effective absorbent for 
sulfur compounds. There is no reason to believe that this is only true in fixed bed processes since a fluid stream will contact 
the reduced nickel in either a fluid bed or fixed bed system. Therefore, the examiner maintains that one of ordinary skill in the 
art would have been motivated to subject the nickel of the Khare sorbent to a reducing step to obtain a sorbent comprising 
reduced nickel in order to improve the sulfur capacity of the adsorbent. Also, the argument that the Bailey reference teaches 
away from having a composition containing silica whereas the Khare composition contains silica is not persuasive because the 
nickel component would be expected to adsorb sulfur regardless of the presence of silica.
